Kilt History 
Sins: 

In your Issue of Jan. 23 you say that 
the Scottish kilt was devised by an Army 
tailor about 1760. I am 16 and a high- 
schoo! senior, but I believe I know a little 
more about Seotland than you seem to, 

After the defeat of Charles Stuart or 
“Bonnie Prince Charley” in 1745 at 
Culloden Moor, the English government 
forbade the wearing of the kilt or of any 
art of Scottish dress. ‘The Highland men 
hated to wear trousers, they had never 
‘worn trousers, but they had to wear them 
or be shot down at aight. ‘That was the 
origin of the “trews"’ or tartan trousers 
{in the picture. 

‘The kilt is positively known to have 
developed from an earlier one-piece gar- 
ment; the plaidio, between the 11th & 
17th Centuries as a separate garment, 
After the restoration of some of their 
rights in 1781, the Highlanders were grad- 
ually forgiven, and due to the novels of 
Scott the kilt, once despised, was roman- 
ticized and even popularized all over the 
kingdom. But Highlanders did not wear 
trousers before the proscribed period 
1745-81, and they had worn kilts,

A Hitler speech gets 


The reverberations of President Roosevelt's words to 
the Senate Military Affairs Committee last week (see 
pp. 17-19) slipped quickly past White House walls 
and across the Atlantic. First word that Europe got 
was that the U. S. President had flatly set the U. S. 
frontier in France. On its face, this statement upset 
the entire balance of power in Europe. Though it is 
not fashionable in Europe to give the U. S. credit 
for Allied victory in the World War, the soldiers and 
statesmen know it well. 
Unless there is a light- 
ning victory in the next 
war, they know the U. S. 
can again turn the bal- 
ance as it likes. Thus the 
first ery from the dicta- 
torships last week was a 
cry of genuine anguish. 
Roosevelt is “Peace 
Enemy No. 1,” “head of 
the war agitators,” “the 
military champion of 
Bolshevism,” howled the 
controlled German press. “The Jew Roosevelt Un- 
masked,” “‘a case of mental alienation normal if the 
White House were a sanitarium with nurses in place 
‘of gangsters and Jews,” screamed the controlled Ital- 
ian press, led by Mussolini's own newspaper. ‘The 
Italians presently collected themselves and “ex- 
plained” that Roosevelt had been emboldened by a 
French general's obscure speech that the Maginot 
Line and the French Army are invincible. One Ger- 
man paper painfully 
tried the gibe: “With 
pathetically swelled crest 
the fighting cock 
marches forth again to 
throw the world to disas- 
ter in the interests of the 
Jews.” Mussolini's 
mouthpiece, Virgi 
Gayda, crowed back that 
the Fascists would ad- 
vance their frontier to 
the Panama Canal and 
the Rio Grande. ‘The ex- 
planation by one Italian paper, that the whole t 
was to be blamed on President Roosevelt's infantile 
paralysis, brought an instantaneous protest by U. S. 
Ambassador to Italy William Phillips. But the Fas- 
cists’ chief theme was that Roosevelt had “sabotaged 
the peaceful effects” of Hitler's speech the day before.
